RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  for 
the  week  vere  uneven,  but  generally  steady. 
Salable  receipts  at  the  12  markets  during  the 
week  in  review  at  242,000  head  increased  11 
percent  over  the  previous  week  and  the  largest 
in  about  eleven  months.  The  number  of  steers 
and  heifers  sold  out  of  first  hands  for  slaugh- 
ter at  the  seven  markets  totaled  106,800  head 
the  largest  since  early  September  but  8,900 
head  below  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago. 
Slaughter  cows  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 
Seasonally  large  supplies  of  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  moved  at  steady  to  500  higher  prices. 
Barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady  to  250  lower  at 
western  Corn  Belt  markets  and  25-750  lower  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  area.  Slaughter  lambs 
were  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Even  though 
receipts  at  the  12  markets  were  liberal  this 
week,  no  major  price  break  occurred  as  fairly 
uniform  day  to  day  marketings  and  substantial 
price  gains  for  steer  and  heifer  beef  the  pre- 
vious week  were  factors  helping  to  hold  prices 
nearly  comparable  to  the  previous  week's  ad- 
vance. Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  most- 
ly steady  except  25-500  lower  at  Omaha,  and 
strong  to  500  higher  at  Kansas  City.  Heifers 
closed  25 £  higher  at  Chicago.  The  supply  of 
steers  over  1200#  was  increased  and  weight 
again  became  a  price  determining  factor.  Cows 
closed  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  mostly  steady 
to  50£  up  under  the  influence  of  higher  prices 
on  cow  beef.  Bulls  were  steady  and  vealers  at 
St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 
The  supply  at  most  points  was  comprised  of  Good 
and  Choice  slaughter  steers  and  heifers,  except 
at  Kansas  City  where  feeders  ran  62  percent. 
Cows  accounted  for  10$of  the  twelve  market  re- 
ceipts.

At  other  points 
high-Choice  and  few  Prime  1000-13 5 Off   brought 
$29.50-30.25.  Bulk  Choice  cashed  at  $27.50- 
29.50  and  up  to  $31.00  for  loadlots  over  1200# 
in  Chicago.  Most  Good  sold  from  $24.50-28.00.

1130#  brought  $29.25-29.50  in  Chicago  with 
high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  950-105O# 
at  $28.50-28.75.  At  other  points  Choice  brought 
$25.75-28.00;  Good  $23.00-26.25. 

Cows:  Utility  and  Commercial  closed  at 
$14.25-16.50,  few  head  $16.75-17.00;  Canner 
and  Cutter  mostly  $11.50-14.50. 

FEEDER  C  ATT  IE  AND  CALVES  -  The  marketward 
movement  of  cattle  and  calves  from  range  and 
pastures  was  in  full  swing  and  receipts  at 


terminal  markets  swelled  to  the  largest  volume 
thus  far  this  season.  Receipts  included  a 
liberal  number  of  Choice  offerings  and  many 
shipments  carried  varying  percents  of  Fancy 
grade.  Yearlings  continued  to  make  up  a  large 
percent  of  supplies  but  marketings  of  calves 
were  noticeably  increased.  Favorable  weather 
conditions,  abundant  supplies  of  grain  feeds 
and  good  late  pasture  conditions  in  many  areas 
all  were  factors  prompting  a  wide-spread  de- 
mand. Current  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  pri- 
ces are  $3.00-4.00  higher  than  a  year  ago  and 
at  levels  which  encouraged  a  fairly  aggressive 
demand  for  feedlot  replacements.  Thus,  even 
though  supplies  were  liberal,  trading  generally 
was  fairly  active.  Calves  were  strong  to  500 
higher,  other  feeder  classes  somewhat  uneven 
but  mostly  steady.

$22.50-27.00.  Not  many  exceeded  $26.50  but 
several  loads  885-900$  included  at  $27.00  and 
a  few  Choice  800#  reached  $27.50.  Choice  and 
Fancy  748#  $29.65.  Few  loads  mixed  Choice  and 
Fancy  600-650#  $30.00-31.00.  Good  and  Choice 
550-750#  ranged  $24.00-29.50,  many  Choice  600- 
700#  included  at  $28.00-29.00.  Medium  and 
mixed  Medium  and  Good  550-75C#  $20.00-24.50. 

Feeder  heifers:  Good  and  Choice  525-750# 
chiefly  $22.00-27.00.  Not  many  were  a  kind  to 
exceed  $26.50  but  load  Choice  730#  included  at 
$26.50. 

Feeder  calves:  Moderate  number  Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Fancy  300-475#  steers  $34.00- 
39.00.  Other  Choice  300-55O#  $28.00-33.50. 
Good  and  mixed  Good  and  Choice  largely  $25.50- 
31.00.  Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Fancy  heif- 
er calves  $27.00-33.00,  load  344#  $35.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  The  twelve 
market  supply  of  hogs  estimated  at  378,000  head 
was  the  largest  for  any  week  of  the  year  and 
25  percent  larger  than  the  previous  week's  run. 
Barrows  and  gilts  above  240#  were  seasonally 
increased  and  the  average  weight  of  this  class 
was  expected  to  average  2-3#  heavier  at  the 
eight  markets.  The  liberal  supply  coupled  with 
lower  dressed  prices  produced  a  bearish  trade 
especially  for  weights  over  240#.  For  the  week, 
barrows  and  gilts  in  the  western  Corn  Belt  area 
were  steady  to  250  lower  and  at  eastern  Corn 
Belt  markets  25-750  lower.  Sows  were  steady  to 
250  lower,  excluding  St.  Louis  and  Indianapolis 
which  were  largely  50*  lower.  Sows  comprised 
10  percent  of  the  eight-market  receipts.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  500 
lower  at  New  York  but  steady  to  $1.50  higher  at 
other  Eastern  markets  with  Philadelphia  mostly 
$1.00-1.50  up.   Cow  beef  was  steady  to  mostly 
500  lower;  veal  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  except 
at  Philadelphia  steady  to  $2.00  higher,  while 
calf  closed  fully  $1.00  lower   at  New  York;  lamb 
weak  to  mostly  $1.00  lower  at  Philadelphia, 
otherwise  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  pork  loins  and 
Boston  butts  steady  to  $2.00  lower;  spareribs 
mostly  steady  to  $2.00  lower;  fresh  skinned  hams 
$1.00-2.00  higher. 

Prices  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower  for  kosher 
dressed  steer  forequarters  and  the  trend  was 
$1.00-2.00  lower  for  lamb.  Quotations  were 
unchanged  for  kosher  veal  and  calf  fore saddles 
but  prices  were  weak  for  bulk  offerings. 

Supplies  of  all  classes  were  normal  with 
lamb  slightly  above  normal  at  Washington.  Turn- 
over of  beef  was  uneven  at  Eastern  markets,  but 
in  general  ribs  showed  marked  improvement  while 
carcass  sales  lagged.  Rounds  and  chucks  moved 
best  at  New  York.  Washington  had  brisk  movement 
of  rounds  and  ribs,  while  early  demand  at  Phila- 
delphia was  predominantly  rounds  and  chucks,  but 
turned  to  loins  and  ribs  at  the  close.  Loins 
were  troublesome  in  most  areas.  Veal  and  calf 
trade  was  rather  dull  and  upturn  confined  to 
some  Good  grade  at  Philadelphia.  Lamb  was  moder- 
ately  active  with  bulk  marketed  as  cuts.  Fresh 
pork  trading  was  moderately  active,  but  closed 
active  at  Baltimore  and  Washington.  Clearance 
of  beef  was  incomplete  at  Washington,  while  at 
New  York  there  was  a  small  carryover  of  be.ef 
hinds  and  calf  hindsaddles. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  along  with 
veal  sold  steady  for  the  week,  lamb  was  $1.00 
higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $2.00-2.50  lower,  Boston 
butts  4-8#  and  spareribs  3#  down  steady  to  500 
lower. 

Mostly  moderate  supplies  of  all  classes  of 
fresh  meat  adequate  for  trade  requirements. 
Steer  and  heifer  beef  and  lamb  continued  to  run 
mainly  to  lighter  weight  carcasses,  beef  grading 
largely  Good  and  Choice. 

Carcass  beef  trade  was  only  moderately 
active.   The  previous  week's  slow  loin  trade 
continued  into  the  current  period.  However, 
other  primal  cuts  were  in  good  demand,  particu- 
larly rounds  and  ribs,  except  chucks  less  active 
at  the  close.  A  slow  opening  veal  trade  improved 
to  moderately  active.  A  moderate  demand  and 
higher  replacement  costs  influenced  advances  in 
lamb  prices  for  the  first  time  in  better  than  a 
month.   Lamb  legs,  stews  and  shoulders  cleared 


well  but  ribs  and  loins  were  draggy, 
pork  cuts  were  slow  throughout. 


Fresh 


PACIFIC  COAST  -  Choice  steer  beef  prices 
were  uneven.  Sales  were  generally  steady  to 
50^  lower  in  California  aside  from  volume 
movement  of  carcasses  under  650#  steady  to  500 
higher  in  Los  Angeles.   Price  trends  were 
steady  to  500  higher  in  the  Pacific  Northwest, 
the  advance  on  carcasses  under  700#.  Standard 
and  Good  steer  beef  sold  steady.   Heifer  beef 
was  steady  in  Los  Angeles,  weak  to  instances 
$1.00  lower  in  San  Francisco  and  steady  to  500 
higher  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.   Cow  beef 
held  steady  except  in  the  Los  Angeles  area 
firm  to  $1.00  higher.   Calf  and  veal  sold 
steady.  Lamb  mostly  steady  in  California  and 
steady  to  $1.00  higher  in  the  Portland-Seattle 
area.   Pork  sold  steady  to  $2.00  lower  except 
smoked  skinned  hams  firm  to  $1. 00  higher  in 
Los  Angeles,  both  smoked  and  fresh  hams  firm 
to  $2.00  higher  in  the  Northwest. 

Supply  of  most  meats  was  normal  and 
plentiful  for  a  fair  demand,  cow  beef  an 
exception  in  Los  Angeles,  rather  short,  and 
mutton  in  very  limited  supply  over  the  entire 
area.   In  Choice  steer  beef  cuts,  chucks  and 
rounds  were  fairly  active  while  loins  and 
ribs  continued  draggy  under  price  pressure. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,  DENVER,  OMAHA,  NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Trading  was  rather  dull  the 
fore  part  of  the  week  on  steer  and  heifer 
beef  and  prices  declined  slightly.  However, 
at  New  York  and  Philadelphia  demand  became 
fairly  broad  late.   Steer  and  heifer  beef 
closed  steady  to  500  lower  with  midwest  and 
western  markets  showing  the  most  decline. 
Cot-;  beef  supplies  were  below  normal,  demand 
was  rather  broad  and  closing  prices  were 
steady  to  $1.25  higher  on  the  limited  offer- 
ings.  Clearance  was  complete  on  all  classes. 

Demand  was  broad  for  slightly  below 
normal  supplies  of  carcass  lamb,  trading  was 
brisk,  and  prices  were  sharply  higher.  Lamb 
prices  closed  5O0-$2.OO  higher,  mostly  $1.00- 
2.00  up.   Clearance  was  good. 

Sharp  increases  of  pork  supplies  over 
the  previous  week  had  a  depressing  price 
effect  on  some  pork  products,  however,  fresh 
hams  and  pork  carcasses  advanced.  Pork  loins 
declined  $1.00-1.75.   Pork  butts  finished  the 
week  5O0-$1.25  lower.  Fresh  hams  closecl  500- 
$2.00  higher  and  pork  sides  at  New  York  ad- 
vanced $1.00.   Clearance  was  generally  com- 
plete on  all  classes.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Greasy  domestic  combing  wools  in  the  Boston 
market  continued  in  very  short  supply  and  sales 
were  negligible,  quotations  held  firm.  Woolen 
wools  and  noils  were  slow  to  move  at  steady 
prices.  Sales  to  be  held  in  western  States  as 
follows:  Casper,  Wyoming  October  19,  Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota  October  25  and  Portland,Oregon 
October  27.  Occasional  small  sales  of  fall  wools 
were  moved  in  Texas,  while  turnover  in  the  fleece 
wool  States  was  insignificant. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  the 
market  very  strong,  with  Japan,  United  States, 
Great  Britain  and  France  active.  The  South 
African  market  was  firm  with  a  limited  supply 
of  long  combing  wools  while  offerings  of  short 
and  average  length  wools  were  adequate.  France 
and  the  United  States  were  the  principal  buyers. 
In  New  Zealand  there  was  good  general  competition 
with  all  sections  operating,  except  Eastern 
Europe.  The  South  American  markets  were  very 
dull  with  occasional  sales  of  scoured  Montevideo 
lambs  wool  to  this  country. 

Fleece  Wools  -  There  was  a  continued  good 
demand  for  medium  fleece  wools  but  offerings 
were  restricted. 

Territory  Wools  -  Approximately  one  million 
pounds  of  bulk  fine  original  bag  territory  wool 
were  offered  at  sealed  bid  sale  at  Casper 
Wyoming  October  19. 

Texas  Wools  -  Approximately  a  carload  of 
fall  wool  sold  in  Texas  at  grease  prices  of 
4lJ-43§0  for  ewes  and  46^0  for  fall  lambs  wools 
and  estimated  at  980  clean  basis,  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  A  small  weight  of  adult  mohair 
sold  in  Texas  at  66 J0  and  $1.06§  for  kid  hair 
while  straight  kid  brought  from  $1.35-1.40  to 
the  warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign  wools 
continued  dull.  Greasy  Australian  combing  60s 
sold  for  shipment  around  $1.26  clean  basis, 
American  yield,  duty  paid.  Cabled  reports  at 
week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools  converted 
to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools 
to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

CATTLE  AND  CALVES  ON  FEED  -  OCTOBER  1,  1962 
SUMMARY 
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On  October  1  there  were  6,133,000  head  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  the  28 
major  feeding  States,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  was  8  percent  more 
than  the  5,673,000  head  on  feed  in  these  States  October  1,  1961,  up  slightly  from  the 
6,103,000  head  on  feed  July  1.  The  number  of  cattle  weighing  less  than  900  pounds 
more  than  offset  decreases  in  heavier  weight  groups  and  accounted  for  all  of  the  in- 
crease over  a  year  earlier. 

In  the  26  feeding  States  there  were  6,059,000  head  on  feed,  compared  with 
5,597,000  on  October  1  last  year.  The  small  July-September  gain  is  in  contrast  to 
declines  of  9  in  1960  and  4  percent  in  1961. 

A  breakdown  of  the  October  1  number  on  feed  in  the  28  States  by  weight  groups 
shows  sharp  increases  over  a  year  earlier  in  cattle  weighing  less  than  900  pounds, 
while  those  above  900  pounds  showed  decreases.  The  number  weighing  under  500  pounds 
totaled  539,000  head,  up  36  percent  from  a  year  earlier;  the  500-699  pound  group 
totaled  1,270,000  head,  up  18  percent;  and  the  700-899  pound  group  of  2,304,000 
head  was  up  13  percent.  The  number  on  feed  weighing  900-1,099  pounds  totaled 
1,738,000  head,  a  decrease  of  4  percent  from  last  year.  Cattle  weighing  1,100  pounds 
and  over,  at  282,000  head,  were  down  21  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  number  of  steers  and  steer  calves  in  the  28  States,  4,328,000  head,  exceeded 
the  4,015,000  head  on  October  1  last  year  by  8  percent.  Heifer  and  heifer  calves 
totaled  1,777,000  head,  an  increase  of  9  percent  over  a  year  earlier.  Cows  and 
others  on  feed  at  28,000  head,  were  down  15  percent  from  the  same  date  last  year. 

The  number  on  feed  less  than  3  months  totaled  3,507,000  head  in  the  28  States, 
up  11  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  The  3-6  month  group  at  1,401,000  head  and  the 
6-month  and  over  group  at  1,225,000  head  were  up  6  and  3  percent  respectively. 

Indications  are  that  cattle  feeders  in  28  States  intend  to  market  3,346,000  head 
of  the  October  1  number  on  feed  during  October,  November,  and  December.  If  inten- 
tions are  carried  out,  marketings  from  the  October  1  inventory  during  the  fourth 
quarter  will  be  2  percent  greater  than  the  comparable  period  last  year.  A  breakdown 
by  months  of  anticipated  marketings  during  the  fourth  quarter  shows  34  percent  to 
be  marketed  in  October,  31  percent  in  November,  and  35  percent  in  December.  Expected 
marketings  as  published  are  based  upon  the  usual  relationship  between  survey  data  and 
actual  marketings.
